GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 
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Secretary Harry Kuhl gives notice to owners j 
at the local tracks that all badges now out- 
standing for owners, trainers, jockeys and 
stable employes of all grades must be turned in 
before next Snnday in exchange for new ones. 
None of those now out will be good for the 
comiDg meeting at Hawthorne. 

Stable room iB in great demand at both local 
tracks. Late arrivals at Hawthorne are the 
stables of George C. Bennett with 14 horses; 
P. M. Civill, 7; Williamson & Manion, 5, and 
James Robertson, 3; the latter trio being 
jDmpers. Besides these Secretary Kuhl has 
notice of the early arrival of the stables of Ed- 
ward Corrigan, 13; A. C. Franklin, Jr,, 3; W. 
W. Darden, 3 : D. J. Lynch, 2, and T, J. Mc- 
Hale, 7. Mr. Corrigan’s borseB will rest here 
for a time preparatory to their long journey to 
California and some of them may be raoed a 
few times. Mr. Corrigan is in Kentucky but 
will probably arrive here shortly for a limited 
stay. 
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In New York Friday night there was com- 
pleted an extensive organization of breeders of 
thoroughbreds. The organization was con- 
ceived during the June horse sale, when a meet- 
ing was held and the following temporary offi 
cers elected: 

Pesident, Gen. W. H. Jackson, owner of the 
famous Belle Meade stock farm near Nashville; 
vice president, L. O. Appleby, of Shrewsbury, 
N. J., and secretary and treasurer, O. H. Che- 
nault, of Lexington, Ky. 

At Friday night’s meeting these officers were 
elected to hold office permanently, with the 
addition of E F. Clay, of Lexington, Ky., as 
vice president. 

A meeting of the association was held Thurs- 
day night, at which a committee was appointed 
to formulate a consititution and by-laws. The 
committee placed its ideas on paper at a meet- 
ing held Friday and reported to the main body 
at night.

The c institution adopted gives the name of 
the organization as the Association of Breeders 
! of Thoroughbreds. It states that the objects 
of the association are primarily to guard with 
zealous care ttie thoroughbred interest in any 
manner that may seem best to a constitntionai 
majoiiiy of the members in any regular meet- 
ing assembled, with the hope and desire to be a 
valuable ally to the racing associations, since 
the interests of both are and onght to be identi- 
cal. 



BURNS’ GOOD RIDING. 

Jolly Roger, the inconsistent son of Order — 
Happy Sally II., ran one of his best races yes- 
terday at Harlem, and at one mile and a quarter 
easily disposed of Harry Natter, who a few days 
previous had easily hasten him at the same dis- 
tance. That day, however, Silvers, with a 
broken collar bone, rode, or attempted to ride. 
Jolly Roger, while yesterday Beauchamp was 
up, and, hustling the colt along all the way, 
he did not give him a chance to solk or even 
think of it. 

After the race the always busy scandal- 
monger was around explaining bow Harry Nat- 
ter had beaten Jolly Roger so many lengths in 
2 :06t and then how Jolly Roger came right back 
and in 2:064 galloped away from Harry Nutter. 
There was no complaint about the latter not 
running his race, but how the other colt could 
improve so suddenly, they could not under- 
stand. The fact of the matter is that Jolly 
Roger, when ridden by a competent boy, or 
when he dees not snlk, can beat Harry Nutter 
doing anything. At least, judging from the 
betting in yesterday’s event, the talent mast 
think so, as Jolly Roger was a red-hot favorite 
and heavily backed at even money, while Harry 
Nntter was almost always as good as 7 to 5. 

There was little of interest or excitement in 
the race. Jolly Roger went to the front shortly 
after passing the stand the first time and hold- 
ing the race safe from there on, wen running 
away. 

Jockey Tom Burns started in in real earnest 
and won three of the six races. His winning 
mounts were Wig, Mocorito and Georgie, and 
on the first and last named horses he was 
obliged to display his highest measure of skill 
to win. 

W’ig’s victory was in the first event and it 
most be credited strictly to Burns’ good riding. 
He beat Emma M., a 100 to 1 chance, bat with 
riders reversed the latter wonld have won off 
by herself. She was ridden by Dominick, and 
when the pinch came the littls boy became 
flurried and let Wig beat him by a nose on the 
post. Dominick in his effort to help the filly 
at the finish instead of being of any assistance 
was a hindrance. Had he sat still and let the 
filly do her best on her own courage she wonld 
have won. Wig was heavily backed at about 
7 to 5 and after the race Burns was given a 
great ovation. 

Barns’ handling of Georgie in the fourth race 
was very clever work. This is a filly with & 
smart tnrn of speed bat she possesses very little 
stamina and has always, in her races around 
hers, given it up when anything challenged her 
in the stretch, but somehow or other Bums 
coaxed her along, and by clever hand riding 
maoaged to make her last long eDongh to win 
by abont a length from Tenole and Harry Tho- 
bnrn in the fast time of 1:131. This is the best 
race Georgie ever ran. Kensington was an 8 to 
5 favorite for the race but finished fifth, not 
beaten more than a length and a half all told. 
After the race Mr. Rogers, who trains Kensing- 
ton, tried hard to impress those near him with, 
the idea that the filly was outclassed. 

Lovable, in the fifth race, which was at three- 
quarters for two-year-olds, won in a very game 
and sensational way. The filly was backed con- 
' sistently at 5 to 1 and her win was a very popu- 
lar oae. Considering the game struggle she 
mads through the stretch any lover of a race- 
horse would have been compelled to applaud 
her. Yoloco jumped out in the lead at the start 
and when headed for home he was three lengths 
in front of Lovable and was apparently going 
easily. On the other hand Lovable was nnder 
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pressure. Flick was riding as hard as he knew 

how and it did not seem possible that the filly Presiding Jnche. R. \
